Tlic Unexpected an Elem ent of H appi­ 
ness. 
Life is full of surprises. In the unlooked- 
for thing, the unrecognized value in the fa­ 
miliar thing, we have hints in a thousand 
ways of this element of our life, the unsought, 
the uncalculated, the unprepared for. It has 
its dark aide, I know; the sad disappoint­ 
ment, the unlooked-for trouble, but quite as 
often it is the undreamed, of flooding of our 
soul with gladness. But even of the dark 
side, the disappointed hope, the unexpected 
sorrow, wc have to say that that also bears in 
its heart the unlooked-for good,— the still 
more unexpected peace. Even the anticipa­ 
ted evil,—before tho coming of which we have 
trembled as something we could not bear,— 
when it has come, has brought with it an un­ 
expected strength. God’s hand was there— 
the secret might which he has set in the 
depths of the soul, or the hidden safeguard 
whereby we are shielded from feeling more 
than we can endure. It is not all that we 
dreaded; and the tears wherewith we water 
the garden bed beneath which a dear hope is 
laid themselves flow into a river of life, bear 
us out upon the deep ocean of God. Next to 
the joy in the discovering of unexpected love, 
I suppose the highest may be that of the dis­ 
covery of unexpected truth. Old Archimedes 
went only for a bath, but found a truth that 
sent him flying with joy through the streets of 
Syracuse, and he put such life into the word 
eureka, which he shouted that day, that it 
ba3 lived unLil now.

V a lu e u t W ood L ots. 
The Canada Farmer says: “ Time was when 
the wooded part of a farm was considered the 
least valuable, and was well nigh regarded as 
of no account until cleared. Now the oppo­ 
site condition of ailair3 is fast coming to be 
accepted a* the true state of the case. Par­ 
tially cleared farms are bought with the tim­ 
ber estimated as a most important item in the 
purchase account. Bush land is no longer a 
drug in the market. Mo3t of it is either al­ 
ready within such easy access by railroad, or 
it is expected soon will be, that proprietors 
are figuring up the profits of cordwood, and 
buyers are doing tho same. The consump­ 
tion of wood as fuel by locomotives makes a 
steady, enormous drain on our forest re­ 
sources. Already the price of cordwood in 
our towns and villages has reached what 
were city rates five or ten years ago. As 
wood becomes more scarce, its value will go 
up, until it reaches the coal standard, and 
that is likely to be raised, from the large de­ 
mand made for it in manufacturing and rail­ 
roading.”

A D efectivo System . 
A Washington teiegram says ox-Speciul 
Agent Jayne’s testimony before the Commit­ 
tee 011 Ways and Means made a great impres­ 
sion upon the members, so much so that they 
about came to the conclusion that our impor­ 
ters pursue a regular system of cheating the 
government. 
Such a statement as that mili­ 
tates rather against the revenue system than 
the merchants. 
Our New York merchants 
are noted for their honor and high business 
principles, and if any considerable number of 
them violate the rules of the revenue system it 
is pretty geod evidence that the rules are such 
as cannot well he observed by men not tech­ 
nically educated. 
It is a very poor law or 
system of laws that requires an honest man to 
keep a lawyer constantly at his elbow, and 
the mercantile community of New York, Bos­ 
ton and other ports says this is just what the 
customs laws require. 
It is certainly a per­ 
fect mockery upon equity to prescribe that 
the omission of a single article in an invoice, 
the duty perhaps amounting to ten dollars 
upon au article whose value is probably fifty 


dolían, itiould involve the whole* the entire 
iuvoice powlbly being worth fifty thons- 
and 
dollars. 
To 
say that 
a 
mistake 
of so slight 
an amount 
should 
vitiate 
a whole invoice, is so absurdly unjust that it 
finds only its grotesque ultimate in the moiety 
plan; the government can’t afford to steal 
over hair the penalty, and must give fifty per 
cent, to the informer and Its own officers. The 
principle carried to Its legitimate conclusion 
would require the confiscation of the entire 
contents of the merchant’s warehouse, aud 
we would then witness the sale of a merchant 
prince’s entire property for a ten-dollar error 
of a miserable clerk. 
Let Congress adopt 
fixed duties, uud bury ex-Speclal Agent Jayne 
ju3t as soon as possible. 
At the very best he 
is only u very keeu spy. 


B o u t w e l l ’s P o s itio n , 
How will Boutwell decide in the Simmons 
fight ?—that is the question in Massachusetts 
and in Washington. 
“To be or not to be” as 
a mere problem of the desirableness of simple 
existence is small in the comparison. 
The 
wires are kept hot between Boston and tlie 
capital with controversial disputations and 
belligerent telegrams; Beacon street is In a 
dignified flurry and Butler paces the tiled cor­ 
ridors before the chamber of Representatives 
as a rag'ng lion. 
It all lies with Boutwell; 
and nobody who knows the Senator and 13 in 
the secret (if it is a secret) of hi3 afliliations, 
lias much doubt as to what lie will do. 
Rich­ 
ardson, Butler and Boutwell are a trinity in 
this mischief; so, at least, latest advices 
seem to indicate. 
It is of little conscqueuco 
to us in New York who is collector in Boston, 
and if the affair had no more than a local sig­ 
nificance we should feel the same interest in 
the rumpus about tlie appointment of Sim­ 
mons that we do in any lively fuss between 
the wire-pulling politicians. 
But fortunately, 
or otherwise, as events will show, there is 
more in this contest than that. 
If Simmons 
is confirmed, and of that we say there appears 
this morniug to be hardly a pcradventure, 
then tlie Republican party of Massachusetts 
will be split into two decided factions; and 
the casting vote will rest unasked in the hands 
of the Democracy. From that point a reform, 
deep and real, must begin and rapidly pro­ 
gress in the ranks of the hitherto victorious 
Republicans, or there will be an inversion of 
the old situation.

W a s h in g to n , Feb. 24.—A bill introduced in 
the II0U30 to-day by Wood of New York to 
regulate the collection of customs provides for 
the total abolition of tiie moictv system and 
that all lines, penalties and forfeitures shall 
go into the public treasury; that officers of 
customs hold office for stated periods and not 
be subject to removal except for cause; also 
that for false valuation only the package un­ 
dervalued shall be forfeited aud not the whole 
parcel, aud that a seizure of books and papers 
shall not be made except upon tlie order of 
United States Courts and upon proof. 
Ilis 
bill to regulate the collection of duties on im­ 
ported still wines makes a specific instead of 
an ad valorem duty of forty cents per gallon 
in casks and one dollar and fifty cents per 
cuso of one dozen bottles. 
It substitutes spe­ 
cific instead of ad valorem duties for all 
wines.

SENATE. 


W a s h in g to n , Feb. 24. 
Mr. SCIIURZ being entitled to the floor 
proceeded to address the Senate and made a 
lengthy speecli against inflation. 
I 11 conclu­ 
sion he said an inflated, irredeemable paper 
currency was not the people’s money, but tlie 
speculators’. 
It always had been so and al­ 
ways would be, and the sooner tlie American 
people made up their minds to this fact and 
acted upon it the belter it would be for the 
honor of the country. 
The people of the 
south as well as the whole country had gone 
through a wasteful war, and thus tlie capital 
of the south especially had been diminished. 
That waste had been increased after the war 
by very bad governments in those states, and 
the people there had to make up the deficit. 
It could not be made up by promises to pay. 
They must create wealth by industry and pro­ 
ductions aud would lose very precious time as 
well as wa3te tbeir energy and influence by 
looking to artificial means to aid them. Infla 
lion would stiil more depress the agricultural 
interests of tlie south and west, and that iu- 
tersst was the chief source of wealth to those 
sections, 
lie 
denied 
that 
the 
Ameri­ 
can 
people 
wanted 
inflation. 
They 
might 
be 
led 
away 
for 
a 
time 
but would soon recover their senses, 
lie 
warned those who desired to commit the Sen­ 
ate in favor of tlieir schemes for inflation to 
make haste, or public opinion would be 
against them. 
If any public man expected to 
ride into the White House on the inflation 
scheme he would be mistaken, us the bubble 
would bur3t before 1876. 
Mr. MORTON replied al some length to 
Schurz. 
Mr. MERRIMON obtained tlie floor to speak 
on the finaucial question, but yielded to a 
motion to go iuto executive session, which 
wag agreed to. 
After a brief executive session the Senate 
adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. WILLARD of Vermont spoke in oppo­ 
sition to the postal bill, on economical grounds, 
and because of its inconsistency with the gen­ 
eral retrenchment policy now pursued, inas­ 
much as it will largely enhance tlie cost of 
printing. 
Mr. MELLISII of New York gave notice of 
a substitute for the bill reduciug the rate of 
letter postage to two cents per ounce and 
postage 011 printed matter to half a cent per 
two ounces.

Mr. E d ito r—In your issue of to-day there 
is a short editorial on “ Natural Justice.” 
The ground it covers is common to both pul­ 
pit aud press, consequently I will oiler a criti­ 
cism, with your permission. 
It is not heresy that i smell and would ex­ 
pose, but what 1 think is a fallacy. 
Your idea 
of Nature is neither c lear enough nor large 
enough. 
1L is not like a crystal globe or 
grand universe embracing, as Wordsworth 
would say, all that is 
“ In the ro u n d oc e a n , a n d th e liv in g a ir 
And the b lu e sk y , <n u t in the ntiiul nf mail." 
Your first statement is incorrect, and conse­ 
quently all your reasoning. 
Is it quite true 
“ there is no natural justice?” Then is it au arti­ 
ficial and arbitrary affair, concocted by cu! 
lured men ? 
Is it indeed the “ flower of na­ 
ture” 
imposed 
upon 
society 
by 
the 
wisdom of men? 
Is justice not the very root 
of which society is the sacred bud and civil­ 
ization the sweet blossom ? 
Is not justice the 
prime factor of civil society and the strongest 
element of civil law and order, of which the 
highest state of civilization is but the beauti­ 
ful unfolding? Is not justice the very corner 
stone of both society and civilization? 
Do 
not both of those grand institutions, divine in 
their idea and purpose, stand securely and 
sublimely only as they stand upon the square? 
Will not tlie slightest inclination to the right 
hand or to the left strain in proportion every 
part of the superstructure of society, civil gov­ 
ernment and civilization, which is really the 
outgrowth of the other two? The least in­ 
justice or injury to any one of the many 
millions bom in either of these states will 
produce a discord that will destroy the har­ 
mony and peace and prosperity of the whole. 
The end is war and bloodshed, of which in­ 
justice is Ihe natural cause. 
Ju proportion 
as justice is wanting in society and govern­ 
ment are they rotten and miserable affairs. 
No; justice is not a conception of mind, a 
fiction of tho brain, but an eternal principle, 
natural to God and also to man. 
“ M ight” is not “ the fundamental law of 
tlie universe,” and still less might is a blind, 
brute force. Might and right constitute the 
fundamental law of the universe, and botli are 
kindred to justice. 
Justice is an ethical principio, and is not 
applicable to matter in any of its mighty 
movements, or to animal life in any of its 
mysterious actions, or to anything else uot 
possessed of a moral nature. 
In considering 
any of the grand and strange operations of 
nature in earth, or air or sky, in the rending 
asunder of mountains, or swallowing of ships, 
or the blotting out of stars, we are not war­ 
ranted in saying there lias been any injustice 
or injury done to any person or thing. 
But 
on the contrary back of all these expressions 
of power there is the Throne itself, one of 
whose shining attributes is pure and perfect 
justice. 
“ The operations of nature are inexorable” 
it is true, and in a poetic sense we may call 
them harsh, but they are not necessarily mer 
ciless. 
The stronger animals destroying tho 
weaker, the big ones consuming the little, can­ 
not be called acts of 
injustice 
without 
confusing 
the 
language 
and 
terms 
of 
moral 
science, 
and 
for 
aught 
we 
know may lie tlie most merciful provision that 
an unerring wisdom could desire. 
Tho hard 
act is only one of a thousand of the links of 
a chain of causes, both ends of which are 
hidden out of our sight. 
All things were 
created good and for good purposes. 
No an­ 
atomist lias ever discovered an organ or or­ 
ganization calculated to produce pain or dis­ 
ecase, though both may be incidental. 
If lie 
finds an organ lie does not understand, the 
most lie can say is that it is useless so far as 
bi3 knowledge goes, but not made on purpoao 
to annoy or distress any person or thing. 
Im­ 
mortality on this earth under tlie present con 
stitution of things is impossible. 
If death is 
decreed, the only question can be about the 
best mode—acute diseases, decay or violence. 
Acute distempers are not very common to a n ­ 
imals, and violence is certainly less painful 
and more merciful thau to persist by the slow 
death of decay. 
I think it is generally conceded that there is 
more happiness than misery in animal life as 
we observe it on every hand. 
The chirp of 
squirrels,the twitter of birds, Ilia hum of bees 
and insect life innumerable—this grand chor­ 
us of animal gladness completely drowns 
every groan and cry of pain. 
We certainly 
cauuot find any evidence of injustice or even 
a lack of mercy “in untamed nature.” 
I think it will be seen upon mature reflec­ 
tion that these laws of which you speak are 
not “founded upon tlie natural injustice of 
brute force,” but upon justice as an eternal 
principle, justice that would make all wrongs 
right, and yet merciful as it 13 endless and 
omnipotent. 
“Tell thou the silent sk y ,

C o n tin u a n c e o f th o E v id e n ce. 
On Tuesday morning Cooper and Schoou 
maker rested their case. 
The defense did not 
make any formal opening, it being agreed be­ 
tween counsel that they should not be limited 
either In length or in number of speeches at 
the closing of the case. 
Considerable interest was manifested in the 
trial during the day, and at times a fair audi 
ence was present lo hear the evidence] and 
witness the tilts of counsel. 
.Several ex-Su 
pervlsors were present, uud one or two mast­ 
ers of physic. 
We do not propose to give the 
evidence In full, but only the most important 
portions of the testimony of each witness. 
The first witness called was Howard Chipp, 
who testified: I am and have been an attor- 
ne.v-at-law since 1S35; from 1867 to present 
time have had my office iu the same building 
with Mr. S.; had ag opportunity to sec bim 
much; Mr. S. was occupied in the county bus­ 
iness, which covered thirteen months; before 
Jan. 5, 1872. he acted as counsel for the coun­ 
ty in certain mandamus cases, being associa­ 
ted with Mr. Gioper; Mr. S. devoted pretty 
much all his limo to tho county business; bis 
clerk did the routine office business; Mr. S. 
took papers borne and performed labor nights. 
Cross-Examined—Am related in no man­ 
ner to Mr. S. or his wife; never made any ar­ 
rangement with Mr. S. as ti* paying office 
rent; I have never been engaged in like busi­ 
ness and therefore I cannot form an opinion 
as to the value of tho services performed; 
don't know Mr. S.’s charges per day; I don’t 
think a lawyer by ordinary industry would be 
occupied one-fonrtb of the thirteen months 
(the time occupied by Mr. S ) in the manage­ 
ment of those suits; I know of no business 
which ho neglected during that time; he at­ 
tended the courts about as usual; I think 
Schoonruaker und Cooper spent at least fifty 
days iu thirteen months iii consultation to­ 
gether. 
Howard Chipp, Jr., testified—I was Mr. 
S.’s clerk from Nov. 19,1871, to Fob. 12,1873; 
pretty much all of Mr. S.’s time was occupied 
in the county business during tho thirteen 
months; Mr. Cooper was on pretty mach all 
tho time; Mr. S. used topvork nights ut home, 
a* I suppose. 
Cross-Exim !ne I—Would say Cooper wa* 
there one-fifth of tho time; don’t know how 
much Mr. S. received for services during Hist 
year; know of no business turned away from 
the office on account of county business, but 
think he tried about half a dozen suits by rea- 
sou of it.

Seymour L ■ Stebbins—I have boun a prac- 
ticiag lawyerover twenty years; various tbiugs 
must be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing the value of a lawyer’* services; an ordi­ 
nary case involving $1,000, with a trial four 
days before a referee, ut home, would uot bear 
a counsel fee of over $150; as to the suppo- 
•itilious case of Brodhead, I should say that 
$1,000 would be a fair compensation for the 
tilt! and summing up, exclusive of prepara­ 
tion; to prepare tho case at home, $25 per 
day would be sufficient for a lawyer of fair 
practice aud ability; in the First National 
Bauk ca***, I think from $50 to $100 sufficient. 
Iii tho McKinstry supposititious case, not in­ 
cluding examination, I think $300 sufficient; 
for examination in the office, $25 per day. 
Cross-Exam ination—I regard a retainer, 
ordinarily, a* a sort of payment in advance, 
aud applicable, not merely to taxable costs, 
but to counsel fees; $25 to $50 is a fair re­ 
tainer in a case involving from $500 to $1,- 
009, involving uo difficult questions; $250 to

C on tin u an ce of th e E vid en ce. 
On Tuesday morning Cooper and Schoou 
maker rested their case. 
The defense did not 
make any formal opening, it being agreed be­ 
tween counsel that they should not be limited 
either in length or In number of speeches at 
the closing of the case. 
Considerable interest was manifested in the 
trial during the day, and at times a fair audi­ 
ence was present to hear the evidence] and 
witness the tilt3 of counsel. 
Several ex-Su- 
pervisors were present, and one or two mast­ 
ers of physic. 
We do not propose to give the 
evidence In full, but only tbe most important 
portions of tbe testimony of each witness. 
The first witness called was Howard Chipp, 
who testified: I am and have been an attor­ 
ney-at-law since 1835; from 1867 to present 
time have had my office in the same building 
with Mr. S.; had aqopportunity to see him 
much; Mr. S. was occupied in the county bus­ 
iness, which covered thirteen months; before 
Jan. 5, 1872, he acted as counsel for the coun­ 
ty in certain mandamus cases, being associa­ 
ted with Mr. Cooper; Mr. S. devoted pretty 
much all his time to tho county business; his 
clerk did the routine office business; Mr. S. 
took papers home and performed labor nights. 
Cross-Examined—Am related in no man­ 
ner to Mr. S. or his wife; never made any ar­ 
rangement with Mr. S. as t« paying office 
rent; I have never been engaged in like busi­ 
ness and therefore I cannot form an opinion 
as to the value of the services performed; 
don’t know Mr. S.’s charges per day; I don’t 
think a lawyer by ordinary industry would be 
occupied one-fourth of the thirteen months 
(the time occupied by Mr. S.) in the manage­ 
ment of those suits; I know of no business 
which he neglected during that time; he at­ 
tended the courts about as usual; I think 
Schoonmaker and Cooper spent at lea3t fifty 
days iu thirteen months in consultation to­ 
gether. 
Howard Chipp, Jr., testified—I was Mr. 
S.’s clerk from Nov. 19,1871, to Feb. 12,1873; 
pretty much all of Mr. S.’s time wa3 occupied 
in the county business during the thirteen 
months; Mr. Cooper was on pretty macli all 
tho time; Mr. S. U3?d to]work nights at home, 
as I suppose. 
Cross-Examined—Would say Cooper was 
there one-fifth of tho time; don’t know how 
much Mr. S. received for services during that 
year; know of no business turned away from 
the office on account of county business, but 
think he tried about half a dozen suits by rea- 
sou of it. 
The claimants here rested their case. 
A formal opening on the part of the de­ 
fence was waived. 
The first witness called 
on part of defence was Wallace 11. Smith, 
who testified—At one time I left exceptions 
with Mr. Cooper, requesting him, for Mr. Can- 
tiue, to sign and serve them on the defend­ 
ant's attorneys in the Brodhead case; said ha 
couldn’t receive them; that he had ninety 
days’ time; he declined to serve them. 
Jacob M. Hasbrouck testified—I received 
the “ New Bond Book” from Coykendall; all 
the new bond3 of the $514,000 issue have been 
paid, except Nos. 717, 718, 719, 720 and 
744 
$100 bonds, and No. 497 $500 bond, 
aside from $39,390, which were never issued, 
but were cancelled by tho committeo of tho 
Board. 
Witness wa3 examined 
at some 
length as to the manner of keeping the ac­ 
count of coupons pai 1, Ac. 
Andrew Near, Jefferson M cCausland and 
John D. Winfield were then exam ined\at 
great length as to what took place at Mr. 
Schoonmakcr's office at the timeqtbey, as a 
committee, together with Mr. Canline, called 
and presented Messrs. 
Schoonmaker and 
Cooper with the resolution of tho Board dis­ 
charging them, anil us to whether an order of 
substitution was in terms asked for by Mr. 
Canline, tho claimants taking the position 
that no substitution was asked for, while the 
witnesses’ testimony so far indicates a sub­ 
stitution was asked for, in substance, if not 
m terms. 
The above witnesses also slated in 
substance that Messrs. 
S. and C. at that 
time stated they had made out no bill as yet, 
and that Mr. S. said as the Supervisors had 
been so very magnanimous in allowing him 
$100, for seventeen days’ labor, lie, should 
never submit another bill for their considera­ 
tion. 
The Board made no appropriation of 
money for the payment of S. and C.’s bill, 
whatever it might be. 
Mr. Cantiuc however 
told him he should have his money if the 
committee could have his bill. 
The com­ 
mittee did not, however, get any bill at that 
time. 
Tills transaction took place upon the 
evening of the day the Board adjourned (Feb. 
12th.) 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Judge Wm. Lawton testijied—Have beeu a 
practicing lawyer twenty odd years; am uow 
County Judge. 
In reply to a supposititious 
caso involving substantially the elements of 
the Brodhead reference, the witness said he 
himself would have been willing to have per­ 
formed the labor for 81,000, aud would say 
Mr. Schoonmakcr’s services were worth $1,500, 
Mr. S. being a lawyer of more experience. 
I 
can’t stale the usual charges per day of Ulster 
county lawyers; my own charges vary accord­ 
ing to the character of the case; for a mau of 
Mr. Schoou maker’stability, examining a case 
in his office, $25 to $50 per day, according to’ 
the character of the case, is a fair charge; it 
is worth considerable more when a lawyer is 
away front home; should say more than dou­ 
ble; I was defendant’s attorney in the suit of 
the Board against the First National Bank, 
and so far as I know anything about the case, 
I should not put Mr. Schoomnaker’s services 
at mero than $100 or 8150; nothing more 
than a summons and notice of retainer was 
served. 
In reply to a supposititious caso involving 
substantially the elements of the Floyd Me 
Kinstry action, the witnc33 thought from $700 
to $1,000 would bo a very liberal compensa­ 
tion. 
Cross-Examination—Am 
unable to say 
what the general custom is with lawyers as 
to charging by tbe day for examining legal 
questions; tbe amount involved in the case 
ha3 something to do in determining the 
charge; the responsibility of the counsel is 
greater in proportion to the amount involved; 
S20 to $25 per day would not bo fair compen­ 
sation if a lawyer took the case to the exclu­ 
sion of all other business; I think it is worth 
twice or three times the ordinary price when 
the lawyer is away from home. 
Seymour L. Stebbins— I have boon a prac­ 
ticing lawyerover twenty years; various tbiugs 
mu3t be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing the value of a lawyer’s services; an ordi 
nary case involving $1,000, with a trial four 
days before a referee, at home, would not bear 
a counsel fee of over $150; as to the suppo­ 
sititious case of Brodhead, I should say that 
$1,000 would bo a fair compensation for the 
trial and summing up, exclusive of prepara­ 
tion ; to prepare tho case at home, $25 per 
day would be sufficient for a lawyer of fair 
practice and ability; in the First National 
Bank case, I think from $50 to $100 sufficient 
In the McKinstry supposititious case, not in­ 
cluding examination, I think $300 sufficient; 
for examination in the ofllce, $25 per day. 
Cross-Examination—I regard a retuiucr, 
ordinarily, as a sort of payment in advance, 
and applicable, not merely to taxable costs, 
but to counsel fees; $25 to 850 is a fair re­ 
tainer in a case involving from $500 to $1, 
000, involving no difficult questions; $250 to 
$300 in a case from $10,000 to $15,000; when 
I say $25 per day I mean a fair day’s work 
devoted to the business; iu a $100,000 case!, 
if it took a week, I should put the per diem at 
$50 or $100, but if it took a month I should 
scale it down; do not know any custom amona 
’Ulster county lawyers to charge by the day! 
though time is taken into account; were 
very successful in an important caso, I should 
charge something for the success; should take 
into account the magnitude of the case. 
Re-Direct—In the county case, without re 


gard to the unfavorfltfle result, I would §ay a 
fair compensation would) bo from $5,000 to 
$7,500; if the defeat was by misfortune and 
not by fault, I would say $5,000; I am speak­ 
ing os to Mr. S .; as to Mr. Cooper, I would 
say $4,000 in the first instance, because he is 
a lawyer of less experience, and in the second 
jase $2,500 would be quite liberal. 
Re-Cross—As a matter of strict right, the ser­ 
vices of a lawyer, all other things being 
qual, are intrinsically as valuable, and worth 
he same compensation,’ whether he be sue- 
essfulor not; in a small case, where his ser- 
fices are worth perhaps five times the amount 
nvolved, 
I |dou't think it would be right 
0 charge that amount; but in a case of mag- 
aitude, he can charge for the actual value of 
services. 
S. D. Coykendall-Was County Treasurer 
during 1872, and succeeded Mr. Brodhead, 
having been appointed by the Board after he 
resigned; was one of the citizens’ committee 
for a tim e; was at the Treasurer’s office when 
the safe was opened by Mr. Foland; think the 
committee was four or five days occupied in 
examining; Mr. Schoonmaker .was also one 
of the committee, and assisted in making the 
examination; Mr. Foland furnished the books 
aud papers as the committee required them; 
none but canceled bonds were presented to 
me from that safe, or taken out of it; of the 
$514,000 issue there was $39,300 worth pre­ 
sented to the committee by Mr. Tuthill and 
some one else, who stated they came from 
Brodhead’s house; think that was done the sec­ 
ond or third day; those bonds were transferred 
by me to my successor in office; saw no mem­ 
ber of the committee take any bond from tin 
safe or office; no claim was made by auy 
person 
during 
the 
investigation 
that 
$25,000 in bonds were in the safe, or had 
been in at the time of commencing the exam­ 
ination ; think I first learned in July or Au­ 
gust, 1873, that they had been lost or stolen; 
believe it was after the Brodhead reference; 
heard of it through the newspapers; had fre­ 
quent conversations wit,h# Brodhead from Jan­ 
uary 1st to March 1st; after that saw him 
only occasionally; iu those conversations lie 
nover told me the $25,000 of bonds had been 
lost or 3tolen; was not subpoenaed or exam­ 
ined on the Brodhead reference; Mr. Cooper 
called upon me, aud spoke about my releasing 
the interest 1 held in the mortgage to Brod­ 
head, and said they might want me as a wit­ 
ness, and if they did, they would let me know; 
don’t remember having any conversation with 
Brodhead 
about the $25,000 lost or stolen 
bonds. 
Mr. Cooper’s communication was the 
only intimation I had they wanted me as a 
witness; besides the bond book, I saw a ledg­ 
er containing a number of entries, and I took 
pencil 
memorandum 
from one page; 
Mr. S. examined the page’ with me; don’t 
recollect that Mr. S. or any one he sent re­ 
quested to see that memorandum, and my 
refusing to let him see it or give him 
copy; 
I 
never 
refused 
to 
give 
a 
copy; 
I 
executed 
a 
mortgage 
to 
the 
R. A O. Railroad Company for$27,000; a fore­ 
closure was commenced against me in the 
name of the company several or many months 
before the Brodhead reference; a roleasc 
was executed by me to Brill, and from Brill 
and Brodhead back to me; the suit was pend- 
dowu to that time; believe Brodhead be­ 
came President of the railroad company Sep­ 
tember, 1870, aud continued until about Jan ­ 
uary, 1872; he had previously been Vice-Pres­ 
ident; lie wa3 also a_dlrector while President; 
1 only know one or two pieces of the land cov­ 
ered by the $27,000 mortgage; when I gave 
the mortgage the amount was said to be tbe 
amount paid by the company for the land aud 
the buildings, deducting a pro rata proportion 
for the right of way used by the company; 
don’t know the price paid of my own knowl­ 
edge; I simply look the deed in trust; part of 
the land consisted of Iot3 cut Into by the rail­ 
road, and I think there were one or two large 
wood lots which the railroad may or may not 
have passed through. 
I don’t know of any­ 
thing further that I wish to say; I do not wish 
to deny newspaper insinuations here on the 
stand. 
Cross-Examined—There has been an agree­ 
ment made as to the $27,000 mortgage and 
the property covered by it in the suit brought 
by tho Farmer»’ Loan and Trust Company; 
was present at Special Term when the receiver 
of the R. A O. Railroad Company was ap­ 
pointed ; the agreement, as I understand, was 
that the trust company consented that the 
property covered by the $27,000 mortgage 
should be exempted from the $2,000,000 mort­ 
gage in consideration of Brodhead and other 
parties withdrawing their opposition to the 
foreclosure suit—waiving their defence; my 
understanding was that a decree should be 
entered affirming the validity of the $27,000 
m ortgage; before executing back this mort­ 
gage and taking the conveyance I had a con­ 
ference with tho officers of the road; I don’t 
think the deed from the company to me and 
the mortgage from mo to the company were 
executed at the same time, though they bore 
the same date; the mortgage 
was exe­ 
cuted 
before 
Anthony 
Benson, 
Treas­ 
urer 
of 
the 
road; 
believo 
no 
one 
was 
present 
except 
Benson 
and 
my­ 
self. 
Believe 
Brodhead 
was 
the 
first 
one I gave notice to of executing the mort­ 
gage; I said I was willing to take the deed if 
they would take a mortgage from me of the 
same amount, without a bond, so the com­ 
pany would be protected in any event, and I 
would then hold.it and re-transfer it at any 
time they requested it, and in pursuance of 
that agreement I executed tho mortgage; the 
mortgage I believe was written by Mr. Ben­ 
son ; took no counsel upon it before executing 
it; did not read the description all the way 
through, and never have; I did not know hu- 
til after I signed it, some months afterwards, 
that in it I covenanted to pay that amount of 
mouey; the understanding was I shouldn’t 
covenant; after a certain legal gentleman got 
hold of it I wa3 told I was obligated to pay 
$27,000; before executing the mortgage 1 
didn’t inquire as to tbe value of the property; 
I did not at or immediately prior to tho exe­ 
cution, inquire of or in the presence of Brod­ 
head, or Thomas Cornell, or Hiram Schoon­ 
maker, as to the value of tho property. 
I remember asking Benson whether the con­ 
sideration in the mortgage was tho consider­ 
ation exprosted ill the [deed to the company 
for the samo property, and he said it was, and 
I signedjthe mortgage upon his representation. 
It wag never representcdjto me, at or imme­ 
diately before I executed the mortgage, that 
the property covered by it was worth $35,000; 
have no recollection of executing any release 
to Brodhead and Brill, any more thau making 
a transfer of the property to Mr. Brill; didn't 
know months | before that time that the rail­ 
road had assiguedthat mortgago.to Brodhead; 
don’t remember when I heard it; believe the 
committee of six commenced tboir investiga­ 
tions in Nov., 1871; believe Brodhead was 
then confined to his kou3c; didn’t see him in 
his office while I was serving upon the com­ 
m ittee; don’t know that Charles Brodhead 
was in the office when we went there; think 
Mr. Foland and Mr. Tuthill wore there; I be­ 
lieve people were passing in and out during 
the investigation. 
The witness was then ex­ 
amined miuutely as to the location of tho 
Treasurer’s office at that time, and the relative 
situation of the R. A O. R. R. Company’s of­ 
fice.

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A year ago the editor of The Tribune prom­ 
ised to make this journal during 1873 a much 
more valuable and complete newspaper than 
It had ever been before.
